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liquor bid

For the second time in,a little 

more -than a year, Selectman 
Michael McCoy watched from the 
audience as his board rejected, for 
lack of a majority, a liquor license 
application for his Lowell Street 
festaurant. . 
*The participants had changed 
§lightly, but Monday's 2-2 yote had 
the same effect as’ last July's 
@eadlocked tally. At that’ time, 
Selectmen Robert Cain and Chester 
Bruce sided with McCoy, while 
Selectmen Diane Allan and Gerald 
Duggan voted against McCoy. 

Last spring, Bruce retired from 
the board and Duggan lost a 
reelection bid. Their replacements 
split on the liquor license vote: 
Selectman Jim Rooney voted in 
favor, Selectman Dan 'Wandell 
registered in the negative. 

For his part, McCoy, who was 
again represented by Attorney John 
Callan, walked away without a 
liquor license and more convinced 
than ever that the motivation for 
denial was political payback at the 
hands of Allan, who now chairs the 
board. 

"It's unfortunate. it's political,” 
McCoy said after the meeting. 
“And that’s what it is: political, 


"Last year's board's, including . 


Mrs, Allan's, concern was the septic 
system. This year, the board of 


health recommended approval, and 


[selectmen] still saw fit to deny that 
with a new reason this year," 
McCoy said. 

Last year, Board of Health Chair. 
man Dr. James Ficociello said the 
board récommended disapproval of 
the license to selectmen because 
McCoy's 2,100 square foot septic 
system did not comply with state 
DEP Title 5 requirements for a 
100-seat restaurant. Michael's 
Place was granted a variance by the 
board of health in 1985 to operate 
with a 2,100 square foot system and 
100 seats, but Ficociello said the 


« board was not comfortable allowing 


the addition of a liquor license, 
which would likely increase water 
flow. 

Allan based her no vote in 1994 
primarily on the negative recom- 
mendation from the board of health 
and stated at that time that she would 
have no problem voting for a liquor 
license for McCoy in the future if he 
met board of health requirements, 

Two weeks before Monday's vote, 
the board of health granted final 
approval to plans submitted. by 
McCoy for the enlargement of his 
restaurant's septic system to 3,500 
square feet, 

Favorable recommendations for 
the license were forwarded to 
selectmen by the board of health, 
the chief of police and the building 
inspector. Selectmen, as final

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licensing authority, could have 
granted the license without approval 
from any town officials this year 
and last based on McCoy's establish- 
ment. Michael's Place meets the 
board's legal .requirements for a 
liquor license: 100 seats and at least 
1,000 square feet of dining area and 
750 square feet of kitchen space. 

Of course, the board could and did 
deny the license, 

This time around, Allan cited 
three reasons for her no vote: input 
from abutters to Michael's Place 
against the license; character and 
background of the applicant; and 
her perception that 1995 Annual 
Town Meeting votes against indus- 
triak rezonings on Lowell-Street - 
including a bid by McCoy to opetva 
second restaurant - signified that 
residents would not favor the 
enhancement of McCoy's restaurant 
through the addition of a liquor 
license. 

Allan also said she received more 
telephone calls in response to this 
agenda item than for any she has 
dealt with in her nearly three years 
on the board. All callers were 
opposed to the license, she said. 

"Public input absolutely weighed 
very heavily in my decision," said 
Allan, who added that while many 
in the audience supported McCoy, 
they were primarily neighbors of 
his in North Wilmington, and did 
not live close to the restaurant. - "I 
think you have to weigh the 
abutters’ comments more," Allan 
stated. 

Margaret Duffy, who lives on 
Commonwealth Avenue, was joined 
by other area residents in speaking 
out against the license. 

“He's got his restaurant, keep it 
that way,” Duffy pleaded. "Don't 
keep giving him more and more and 
more." 

Residents close to Michael's Place 
offered concerns over the supposed 
pollution of Maple Meadow Brook, 
which runs behind the restaurant, as 
well as over increased water levels 
in the neighborhood. Ficociello 
assured the residents that McCoy's 
system had never failed, showed no 
signs that it would, and after the 
meeting ‘said the brook is not 
polluted nor is it in danger of being 
polluted. 

"I can assure the people of this 
town that we went over this with a 
fine tooth comb," Ficociello said. 
"This system should have no more 
reason to fail than any other 
properly installed system." He 
added after the meeting that there is 
no way of knowing whether or not 
an increased septic system and water 
flow would affect residential water 
levels. 

McCoy also weathered questions 
of character. Barry Fiorenza 
quizzed the board about a past 
incident involving McCoy and Cain 
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Police Officer James White fingerprints Nicole 
vrishevttwut. Bank's Child. Safety Protection and Identification

American Legion variance denied

American Legion Post 136 
received notice from the Wilming- 
ton Board of Appeals Monday night 
that the Legion won't be granted a 
zoning variance to split the sight of 
its former clubhouse into two 
residential lots. 

Board of Appeals Chairman 
Charles Boyle indicated to the 
Legion that he would rot vote in 
favor of the variance. Even with 
appeals board member Louis Farkas 
and associate member John. Forrest 
offering support to the Legion, the 
motion would have failed - appeals 
board votes must be unanimous. 
Associate board members generally 
do not vote, but Forrest was taking 
the place of voting member Phil 
Fenton, who is also a member of the 
American Legion. 

No vote was actually taken, and 
the case was continued for two 
weeks, at which time Attorney Dan 


Brown, who is representing the 
Legion, must either ask for a vote 
or withdraw the appeal. 

If a vote is asked for and denied - a 
veritable surety given Boyle's 
position - the Legion must wait two 
years before getting another chance 
at an appeal. Withdrawing‘ the 
appeal gives the club more options. 

Boyle said he did not feel the 
Legion presented circumstances'that 
made the parcel in question unique 
and therefore deserving of a 
variance. 

"I didn't believe that the statutory 
criteria for a variance was met,” 
Boyle stated, adding that he had no 
intention of changing his vote in the 
next two weeks. 

‘The Legion’ took its case to the 
board of appeals two weeks ago to 
seek a zoning split of their parcel of 
land on the corner of Adams Street 
pit Middlesex Avenue. 

‘The club wanted the R-20 parcel 


divided into two R-10 lots so they 
could then sell the lots to residential 
developers. Sources say cash from 
that sale would have been used to 
buy the mortgage of their current 
clubhouse, located on Bay Street 
(off Lowell Street, near Textron). 
Barring that, according to 
sources, the Legion may be forced 
to abandon the Bay Street facility 
and attempt to reconstruct a 
clubhouse on the Adams Street 
parcel, That structure was 


* destroyed by fire in the mid-1980's. 


Residents on and around 
Middlesex Avenue have largely 
opposed the variance, though those 
that have supported it have seemed 
to do so only in an effort to keep the 
Legion from moving back to their 
neighborhood. 

Neither Brown nor Legion Post 
136 Commander Bob Annaian 
returned phone calls to the Town 
Crier.

Rocky Yentile - who owns the 
Main Street building between the 
current station and Action Glass - 
hand-delivered a letter endorsed by 
12 other business owners from Big 
Joe's to Wilmington Grain on both 
sides of Main Street. 

The letter reiterated prior support 
from businessmen for plans for 
temporary and permanent parking 
during reconstruction of the Route 


. 62 bridge and also any MBTA 


investigation into the construction 
of a parking facility and train 
station in the Center. 

Yentile said in the letter that the 
businessmen in that area appreciate 
the ‘board's efforts, particularly 
those of Chairman Diane Allan, and 
Selectmen Jim Rooney and Dan 
Wandell, who are serving as liaisons 
between the board and center 
business owners. 

Allan said she expects to hear 
from MBTA project representative 
Ron Morgan sometime after the 
Labor Day holiday.

MONEY THAT 

DOESN'T GET TAXED 

Most of our income is taxed. 
Indeed, a chunk is withheld before 
we even see it. Still, there is some 
money that doesn't get taxed: 

*Municipal bond income is free 
of federal tax and of state tax if the 
bond is issued in that state. 
However, this income is counted 
when figuring how much of Social 
Security benefits will be taxed, and 
some bond income may impact on 
minimum-tax calculations. 

‘Gifts and inheritances are 
tax-free to the recipient. 

*Return of capital is tax-free; a 
1099-DIV will indicate this. 

*Scholarships and fellowships are 
tax-free insofar as they cover 
tuition, fees, books and_supplies, 
but money that is to cover room 
and board is taxed. 

*Life-insurance lump sum 
proceeds are mot taxed, but 
anything over that lump sum will 
be. 

*Disaster proceeds to compensate 
for loss are not taxed but must be 
subtracted from the tax deduction 


for casualty loss.

Lost in-the 
electronic rat race

The hoopla surrounding this week’s launch of Microsoft's huge 
Windows '95 program raises an interesting point of philosophy. 

Who needs it? 

If you' ve never laid hands on acomputer, don’t bother reading this. 
Computers are an everyday fact of life in most businesses and homes. 
If you're not partof the Information Age, with at least some hands-on 
computer knowledge, this will be boring 

For those who do work with computers regularly, read on. 

Who needs Windows '95? In fact, how did we ever get trapped in 
this Dance With The Devil, for bigger-faster-better computers in the 
first place? 

The Windows program, which makes an IBM easier to work with, 
has become one of the industry standards for those people, who rely on 
IBM computers and IBM clones. (The Town Crier is a bastion of the 
Macintosh computer, by Apple. Windows tries to make an IBM 
function like a Mac, so we don’t really care.) 

Rumors from the front indicate that Windows °95 will make all or 
nearly all previous computing obsolete. To work with the new version 
of Windows you'll need a bigger, faster computer, more memory 
space, and all-new programs because the current ones, the programs 
you're happily using now, are incompatible with the new version of 
Windows. 

While Windows "95 itself is inexpensive, the rest of the package 
isn't, Unless you sail under the Jolly Roger, an illegal practice, you 
know it costs a bundle to buy new computer programs. The software 
companies will make out like bandits under the new Windows regime, 
and of course, Bill Gates and Microsoft won’t lose money, either. 

Who needs it? Has the time come to yell SLOW DOWN to the 
computer industry, both on the hardware and software sides? 

If yourcomputer works well for you, gets the job done at your place 
of work, why change? Must you’buy the new Windows just because 
it’s new? No, you must buy it because you'll be left in the dust if you 
don’t. There’s something wrong with that logic. 

And there is something wrong with the computer industry as a 
whole. Sure, technology marches on, but we're getting trampled by 
the never-ending, warp-speed parade. 

A friend pointed out that any computer system is good enough, if 
you don’t have to communicate with any computers outside the office 
(or den). To stay linked, you have to stay current, and to stay current 

you have to purchase all-new computers every three years or so. Five 
years is too long. (The Mac I’m typing this on has a copyright sticker 


| a@stylus on a clay tablet.) 

Picture the impact if this hectic rate of technological turnover 

| applied to motor vehicles. A 1990 Toyota would be able to keep up 
with the flow of traffic, just barely. A 1985 Buick Would be limited to 
the breakdown lane, and only on country roads. And a classic 1954 
Chevy would never leave the garage,-ever. You could fire up the 
engine and listen to it,. but it couldn’ share the road with any other 
vehicle. The computer companies continue to turn out new machines, 
at a devastating rate. The software companies write new and better 
programs, but only for the new machines. (Hardly anyone writes 
computer programs for dinosaurs.) Yesterday's top-of-the-line com- 
puter ends up onthe scrap heap before the ink dries on the instructions, 
Yesterday's miracle is today’s boat anchor. 

It’s unfortunate. The band is very expensive, but we don’t dare 

miss the next dance or we’ ll be left behind. Keep dancing, faster. Pay 

the band, and keep dancing: Hurry .... you're lagging.

So - when Prohibition was voted 
out, there were places where 
alcoholic beverages were sold, with 
or without a license, in Wilmington.

One, which seemed to have 
carried over in the minds of some 
people-was the Black Kat, on Main 
Street, near Bridge Lane. 

Inthe light of today's standards 
the Black Kat was a decent place. It 
did sell some alcoholic beverages, 
yes. It had an orchestra at times. 
People could go there and enjoy 
themselves,

Allan. McCoy paid Cain a 
settlement as a result of an assault in 
1991; Allan filed a complaint 
against ‘McCoy after a verbal 
confrontation between the two 
following a meeting last year at 
Town Hall. 

Police Chief Bobby Stewart said 
that based on a background investi- 
gation of the applicant and a history 
showing very few problems with 
McCoy's operation of business, he 
was not opposed to the issuance of 
the license.

Barbara Stanley, a Lowell Street 
resident, was even more convinc- 
ing. : 

“How would you feel if you had a 
restaurant with a liquor license 200 
feet away from your home?" she 
asked the board, selling Wandell in 
the process. In his only statement of 
the public hearing, Wandell 
included a response to Stanley and 
the:board: "Well, I wouldn't [like it) 


so I'll tell you right now I'm voting 


against it,” he asserted. 
Those words sealed McCoy's fate, 


-even after he received what he felt 


was a surprise nod of approvalfrom 
Rooney - who madé a motion to 
grant the license contingent on final 
approval from all relevant boards. 
Rooney's indicated support was 
echoed by Cain - which was expec- 
ted given Cain's yes vote last year. 

Rooney said he felt McCoy should 

not receive special treatment, either 
in a positive or a negative sense, 
because of his position as a select- 
man. 
“Following the meeting, McCoy 
praised Rooney for voting based on 
the merits of the issue and not 
persouial politivs. 

"I applaud Mr. Rooney on his 
decision,” McCoy stated.. "He was 
fair and impartial and voted based 
on the merits." 

McCoy he would go forward 
with his plans to expand his septic 
system, seeking final approval from 
the conservation commission to do 
the construction. That approval is 
required because McCoy's land 
borders wetlands. However, McCoy 
made it clear before the hearing that 
he would not invest in the system 
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without a license in place. 

Last year, McCoy estimated the 
cost of construction at between 
$35,000-$50,000, plus the cost of 
closing his business for a week. At 
that time, McCoy said he would also 
consider suing the town over the 
license.

- 400 roses growing in Wilmington

T have never been big on roses due 
to the fact that they have not proven 
reliable in my own garden, But now 
that I have met Janet Diorio, long 
time Wilmington resident and vice 
president of the New England Rose 
Society, adding roses to my garden 
is now a priority. 

Janet's collection of over 400 
roses ranges from antique varieties 
to the newest (and as yet unnamed) 
cultivars. that are being tested for 
New England hardiness by the rose 
society. When I visited her last 
‘week, this fifth grade teacher and 
passionate gardener apologized for 
the limited variety of. bloom in her 
garden, But let'me assure you that 
the display of color, variety and 
fragrance was astounding. 

Her front garden included a large 
bed of ever blooming floribunda 
roses. A stately collection of hybrid 
tea roses, used for cutting classic 
long stems, graced the side of her 
home. A row of pink "Bonica" 
shrub roses bordered the back yard. 
Her perennial gardens incorporate 


both roses and water features.-But< 


the most colorful display is a row of 
over 100 miniature roses that 
border her driveway. 

Janet explained that her interest 
began just five years ago when she 


purchased several roses at a Mass. 
Horticultural Society plant sale. She 
was hooked immediately and now is 
a true, but modest, expert on 
growing roses in New England. She 
explained some of the reasons many 
roses are not hardy here, "Most 
commercially available hybrid 
roses are grafted on to one of two 
types of root stocks. Only one of 
those root stocks is truly hardy here 
and it is not always clear which root 
type any hybrid is grafted to." She 
further explained that roses that are 
grown on their own roots from 
cuttings, rather than grafted, are 
often best suited for our climate. 
That is why the N.E. Rose Society 
conducts field trials in member's 
gardens. They determine which 
roses are hardy and recommend the 
best performers for the various 
conditions found across New 
England. 

Her suggestions for growing and 
list of favorite ‘roses for our area 
can help any budding rose gardener 
get started. Janet recommends "a 
$50 hole for a $10 shrub." To 
prepare a new. rose bed select a site 
that receives at least six hours of sun 
per day. Dig a trench almost two 
feet deep and-layer it with loam, 
compost, and. composed manure, 
Add sand to improve drainage if the

loam is heavy. Add a dusting of line 
and a sprinkle of super-phosphate 
for good root growth. She feeds her 
roses with simple 10-10-10 
fertilizer, an occasional spray with 
Peters plant food and occasional fish 
emulsion and a little Epsom salts. 
She cuts her roses back in late fall 
and covers the stems with rings of 
newspaper filled with composted 
manure. 

Janet's reeommendations: for the 
best roses for our area include any 
of the miniatures from Nor' East 
Roses (Rowley, MA). These 
miniatures are all grown on their 
own roots and, although the flowers 
are small, the plants themselves 
tange from tiny pot plants’ to three 
to four foot shrubs in every color. 
Most are ever blooming and all are 
winter hardy here despite their size. 
Choice floribunda roses include the 
red "Europeana," "Show Biz" (my 
new favorite), and "Laval Glut." 
Suggestions for pi flowers 
include "Sexy Rexy," "Pleasure" 
and "Nearly Wild." The apricot 
"Ainsley Dickson" is a showstopper. 
Although yellow flowered rdse 
varieties are more tender "Sun 
Sprite" and "Bright Lights" can do 
well here.

Senator Tarr applauds

"Our main objectives were to 
establish performance as an 
inspection standard to infuse a sense 
of affordability into the regulations, 
and to advance the approval of 
alternative technologies. The plan 
announced recently addresses in 
some way these same objectives." 

Tarr added, however, that he will 
continue to advocate for increased 
approval of alternative tech- 
nologies. "Tools remain unap- 
proved for the advanced on-site 
treatment of wastewater in an 
affordable way," he said.

Life Line button 

We learned through this hot 
summer that too many of our 
seniors who are living along do no 
have Life Line Button on their 
person. This is a frightening 
thought. Knowing we have many 
seniors who could take a weak spell 
and be unable to reach a phone to 
get help. If they had a Life Line 
Button, all they would have to do is 
push it. It would activaje an 
electronic box connected to the . 
telephone that signals an operator 
who will call for help. 

Help will be on its way within 
minutes. Plenty of time to save one's 
life, If you are uncomfortable or 
embarrassed wearing a Life Line 
button because you have seen one on 
someone else that looked heavy and 
clumsy; the Life Line has been 
improved. There is now a slim lined 
button, much smaller and more 
attractive, designed to help alleviate 
the stigma associated with the older 
button. 

It is designed to wear on the wrist, 
like a watch, but can be attached to a 
nice chain and worn \as a pendant 
around the neck. Any person living 
alone, a Life Line button is a must. 
It is well worth the small amount of 
money for the peace of mind it 
brings. 

If you cannot afford it, when your 
children ask what you want for your 
birthday, tell them a Life Line 
button, They will be happy knowing 
you will have the means to get help 
when they cannot get to you in a 
medical emergency.

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WHS is welcomed into new 
league with open arms

Welcome to the Cape Ann League. 
A new door has opened up for 
Wilmington High School sports. In 


+ two weeks, games will begin - no 


more Chelmsford, Tewksbury or 
Dracut - it's now time for North 
Andover, Masconomet and George- 
town, 

What does this change of 
conference mean anyway for 
Wilmington? Does~it mean there 
will be a greater amount of kids 
trying out for sports in Wilmington 
- or a fewer amount? Does it mean 
Wilmington will totally dominate 
their new league or will they be the 
ones who will be pummeled? Or 
will just the opponents change? 
Only time will tell. 

Just what exactly is the Cape Ann 
League? Are the Cape Ann teams 
happy or angry that Wilmington 
will now be butting heads with 
them? The answer: they welcome 
Wilmington with open arms. 

"I think it is a positive move for 
the league - especially the bigger 
schools. I think [Wilmington's 
addition] will balance out the league 
a lot better," said Georgetown 
Athletic Director Al Haddad. 

"I sympathize with what Wil- 
mington went through in the MVC, 
They were going up against a lot 
bigger schools in terms of size - and 
perhaps that is the same when we 
face the larger schools here. But 
our kids know it's a battle when they 
will face the Wilmingtons and the 
North Andovers; but, our kids are 
always up for that battle," Haddad 
continued. 

Haddad also said that his school 
has a reputation for being smaller in 
terms of student population (with 
about 120 boys in the upper three 
grades) and smaller in size. He said 
his program plays very tough and 
very hard - they scrape and crawl 


d and they are competitive. 


Another Athletic Director agreed 
with Haddad's thoughts about the 
Cape Ann's new participant. 

"The Cape Ann League welcomes 
Wilmington. The entire league is 
very happy with their addition. 
They have had an outstanding 
program for years and it was very 
hard for them to show that when 
they were facing teams with triple 
their size, week in and week out," 
said North Andover's Athletic 
Director Jack Stephenson, 

“Our school has been traditionally 
favored in many sports and so has 
theirs. Their softball program and 
ice hockey program have been 
stronger and we expect those teams 
to do very well - but overall, it's a 
great fit and I think the [two 
schools] will be very competitive in 
most sports," he continued. 

Wilmington has had a small taste 


, of the Cape Ann competition, 


especially in the past few years. 


, And in many cases, the taste wasn't 


very agreeable - many Wilmington 
teams lost to Cape Ann teams in 
state tournament play. 


Just last,season, the WHS field 
hockey team bowed to North 


Andover 2-0, in the state tourney, 
while the girls basketball team lost 
to Lynnfield in the finals of the 
annual Christmas tournament by a 
score of 51-36. And the ice hockey 
team lost a heartbreaking 1-0 
overtime game’ to Masconomet in 
the state tournament. 

But, the softball team got some 
back for the Cats with a 7-3 win 
over Newburyport in their annual 
Provincetown tournament. 

Finally, the track teams and the 
gymnastics team were able to go up 
against séveral of ‘thé Cape Ann 
teams in years past. Both of those 
programs have had decent success 
against their rivals-to-be. 

Presently, the strongest sport in 
the Cape Ann is far and away ice 
hockey. The league had five teams 
that made it to state tournament play 
last year. And all five of those 
should retum to state tournament 
play again this year. 

Masconomet lost six seniors from 
last year's club but of those six, only 
one had more than ten goals. The 
brother combination of Andy and 
Greg LeColst will return with their 
combined 85 points. 

Newburyport, which compiled a 
14-6-0 record last year, will have 
their entire club returning except 
for three, and defenseman Jeff 
Mattheson will be the only 
significant player missed. Brandon 
Judd and Jed Beauparlent will be 
seniors this year and together they 
notched 93 points last season. 
Teammates Mark Hathaway and 
Corey Roback will be sophomores 
this year and they are coming off a 
combined 49 points. 

Pentucket took a hit when they lost 
Luke Houde with his 27 points but 
they have eight returners with ten 
or more points each. 

Triton, however, should be the 
team to beat along with 
Newburyport. The team lost just 
three seniors and they have a killer 
line of' Dan Iwanowicz, Sean 
Sullivan and Chuck Colby, who 
teamed up for 98 points last year - 
all as juniors. 

Finally, Lynnfield is coming off a 
12-5-3 season in which Chris Riley, 
Steve Conley and Luke (son of 
Mike) Milbury led the charge with 
their trio effort of 55 points. 

To put those teams in perspective 
with Wilmington's, the home town 
team made it to state tournament 
play last year in ice hockey for the 
first time in five years. They lost 
eight seniors from the 10-9-1 club 
and they will be looking for another 
all-star type year from goaltender 
Jason Dango. Juniors Dennis 
Torpey and Dan Abbott will be 
looked upon as the scorers as will 
senior Charlie Ross - the threesome 
are coming off 37, 13 and 15 point 
seasons, respectively. That total of 
65 points would rank Wilmington 
fourth out of six Cape Ann teams in 
terms of scoring. 


Another sport in which the league 
excels is field hockey. North 
Andover and Georgetown have 
always had strong field hockey 
progtams. 


North Andover lost eleven seniors 
from last year's team, but they have 
19 members with varsity experience 
returning for at least another 
season. Georgetown has been 
crowned league champion eight out 
of the last eleven years. 

Both boys and girls socc@r 
programs for Cape Ann teams have 
fared well lately, also. Masconomet 
is very strong in both sports - the 
girls team beat Wilmington two 
years ago in the state tournament. 
Pentucket is also pretty good in girls 
soccer, as they beat Wilmington last 
year in state tournament play by a 
score of 2-1. ° 

Basketball, baseball and softball 
are not that strong, league wise, but 
Amesbury and Newburyport are the 
strongest softball teams. Lynnfield 
is usually the top team in both 
basketball and baseball. 

In wrestling, Hamilton-Wenham 
has been very impressive the last 
few years, with some emergence 
shown by North Reading. 

The*league does not seem too big 
on track, however. They don't 
allow the pole vault or javelin 
events and there have been whispers 
that the hurdles will be tossed out 
the window, too. Lack of funds is 
the main reason those events are 
excluded. 

Finally, in the area of football .. 
North Andover is very, very good. 
Stacked, to be exact. Every year, 
they seem like the Central Catholics 
and Chelmsfords - that is, have a 


great season, overpower everyone, 
lose their entire team and then 
totally reload for the following 
season. It must be nice. 

Speaking of football, Wilmington 
will open their season on Friday 
night, Sept. 9, when they travel to 
Newburyport. The opener will be 
their only night game of the season. 
The rest of the eleven game 
schedule will be played on 
Saturdays,-except for the annual 
Thanksgiving game against Tewks- 
bury. That traditional Turkey Day 
rivalry will survive Wilmington's 
jump to the Cape Ann (for at least 
two years). 

However, Wilmington will not 
play either Georgetown, Rockport 
or Manchester in football. 

When Wilmington was unani- 
mously voted into the league on 
May 9 of last year, the league itself 
reconstructed its divisions, 

Beforehand, there were two 
divisions, one consisting of seven 
teams and one made up of eight 
teams. Now, the league switched to 
a three-division format, with 
Wilmington placed in the largest 
division along with Masconomet, 
North Andover and Hamilton- 
Wenham. 

The second division consists of 
Pentucket, Newburyport, North 
Reading, Amesbury and Triton. 
The third division is rounded out 
with Manchester, Ipswich, George- 
town, Lynnfield and Rockport. 

With that, Wilmington will face its 
division opponents twice, while they 
will face the other two divisions just 
once.

Tusty cigarette lighters, bug spray 
of uncertain vintage, the works. 
Every so often I go exploring in 
the darker recesses of the box. All 
the lures and gizmos in. the top 
section are routinely used. But the 
stuff in the lower drawers is ... 
well ... at times it's a mystery. 
Like that jar. What the heck is 
in it? It looks like moldy Velvecta 
cheese. Oh, wasn't that supposed 


to be some fabulous catfish bait? - 


Maybe it would work on the ‘cats 
in the Ohio River, the leviathans 
they catch using whole chickens as 
bait, but the horned pout around 
here don't have that kind of death 
wish. If smell is any indicator, the 
Stuff must’be toxic. (I'm kidding, 
EPA! Kidding! It's fine, really!) 
But the lures are the worst, no 
doubt about it. Gads. Some of the 
things hiding in the dark crevices 
of the box need a solid assessment. 
As in: throw ‘em out or drop ‘em 


overboard. 


Nah. I'd never toss them over 
the side. Some archaeologist in the 
24th Century might find one and 
write a doctoral thesis on what 
sort of fools we were. But then... 

Like this one -- a white rubber 
tadpole. Now, a tadpole lure is a 
legitimate idea, but this one has a 
big treble hook mounted on the 
bottom. .And it sinks.

Reading in 1955,” says Vincent. 
“During a particularly dry spell 
of weather, Ogunquit, Maine 
experienced one of the worst 
forest fires in history. Many 
communities in the tri-state 
region were called upon to pro- 
vide mutual aid to Ogunquit to 
help battle the blaze.” 

Enter Reading Fire Chief 
Hugh Eames. 7 

Who decided, in the heat of 
the moment, that Reading 
should respond to Ogunquit. 

Thus putting himself, and his 
driver Vincent, smack in the 
line of fire. 

“Chief Eames decided that 
Reading should respond to 
Ogunquit with an engine, and 
that he and I would follow in the 
chief's car,” says Vincent, older 
now, and soon-to-become wiser 
then. 

The only way to get there 
from here was to take Route 1, 
the old version. 


“It took forever,” says 
Vincent. “When -we passed 
through the Hampton toll booths 
--‘without paying a toll because 
they could-hear the sirens wail- 
ing from miles away - we hap- 
pened to whiz by a Reading 
Selectman who was also at the 
toll booth.” 

Perhaps it’s best that the 
Selectman’s name escapes him 

The memory loss, however, 
was not mutual. 

“He was certainly surprised 
to see a Reading engine so far 
from.town,” ‘says Vincent. “It 
seems that Chief Eames had 
conveniently neglected to tell 
any town fathers that we would 
be going such a distance. 

“Much to our dismay, when 


we finally reached our destina- 
tion, there was a message wait 
ing for Chief Eames directing us 
to return to Reading and ‘to 
have a very good explanation.’ 

“To the best of my knowledge, 
this is the longest-mutual-aid 
call the Reading Fire 
Department has ever responded 
to.” 

A traumatic experience for 
the young lad?

“When I was five, my family 
and I moved from Weymouth to 
Gilmore Ave. in Reading,” he 
says.

Goose population 
believe it or not-down 


Massachusetts residents may 
find it hard to believe but migra- 
tory goose populations in the 
Atlantic Flyway are declining 
with the result that the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service has 
announced that there will be no 
fall hunting season on Canada 
geese this year. 

This may seem odd to Bay 
State residents who are seeing 
more and more geese on fields, 
ponds and golf courses through- 
out the state and who have 
called the Division of Fisheries 
and Wildlife in record numbers 
in an effort to have goose popu- 
lations reduced. 

To address this problem, the 
Division of Fisheries and Wild- 
life has expanded the "early" 
goose season statewide and 
eliminated the permit require- 
ment. Ellie Horwitz, Chief of 
Information and Education for 
the Division of Fisheries and 
Wildlife, clarifies this seemingly 
incongruous set of observations 
by explaining that there are 
three totally distinct populations 
of Canada geese in the Com- 
monwealth. 

Resident geese move about in 
the state, but do not have sea- 
sonal migrations. These are the 
birds seen in large flocks on golf 
courses and fields all year 


round. Resident birds are faring 
very well. Spring in the 
Commonwealth is never harsh 
enough to impede goose nesting 
and H Heusmann, waterfowl 
project leader for the Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife, notes 
that the geese nesting in 
Massachusetts may be more 
productive than migrant birds, 
nesting earlier and having 
slightly larger clutches of eggs: 


The Division estimates that 
there are currently 34,000 resi- 
dent Canada geese in the 
Commonwealth alone and exten- 
sive resident populations in 
neighboring states. In certain 
areas these populations are 
approaching nuisance concen- 
trations. 


In fact the Animal Damage 
Jontrol office of the U.S. 
Jepartment of Agriculture indi- 
zates that the Canada goose is 
she #1 source of complaints 
about animals. Complaints come 
from all parts of the state and 
cover a wide variety of activi- 
ties. The concerns jnclude geese 
fouling golf courses, beaches 
and parks with their droppings, 
contamination of municipal 
water supplies and economic

Marine mam- 
mal experts from New England 
Aquarium's Marine Animal 
Rescue and Rehabilitation. team 
warn that handling these seals 
or arly other marine mammals 
is harmful to the animals and 
even illegal. 

Further, companion animals, 
particularly dogs, should be kept 
away from wild seals, both for 
the well being of the seal and for 
the health of the dog. 


According to Greg Early, 
Supervisor of the Aquarium's 
rescue program, "We are seeing 
an increased number and diver- 
sity of seals on area beaches, 
and anticipate the usual large 
numbers for the spring pupping 
season. In light of this, we want 
to help educate people on the 
best procedures for helping 
these animals." 

Mr. Early cautions that it is 
against the Marine Mammal 
Protection Act to move or even 
touch a marine mammal with- 
out a permit. Anyone who dis- 
covers a seal (or any marine 
animal) that is on the beach and 


appears imperiled should take 
the following steps: 

Give the seal plenty of space. 
Not only is it against the law to 
touch or handle these animals, 
they are wild and they bite. 
Crowding around stranded ani- 
mals or prodding with sticks or 
other implements can cause. 
serious stress related health 
problems. 

Keep companion animals, 
particularly dogs, far from wild 
animals. Wild seals bite, may 
carry disease, and are easily 
intimidated by domestic ani- 
mals. 

If an animal appears on a 
crowded beach or seems sickly, 
call the rescue hotline immedi- 
ately and do not crowd around 
the animal. 

Do not pour water on the seal 
or move it to the water. Seals 
come out of the water normally 
under some conditions. A seal 
will not die from exposure if it 
drys out. In fact, a seal may rest 
a because it wants to be

losses to farmers and cranberry 
growers. 

There are two migratory 
goose populations; one winters 
in the mid Atlantic states (Dela- 
ware through North Carolina) 
and summers on breeding 
grounds in northern Quebec. 
Another winters from Cape Cod 
south to Delaware and summers 
on breeding grounds in the 
Canadian Maritime Provinces. 
Both pass through Massachu- 
setts coming and going. 

According to an annual sur- 
vey conducted by the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service in conjunc- 
tion with the Canadian Wildlife 
Service and the Atlantic Flyway 
Council, only 29,000 breeding 
pairs were tallied in the north- 
ern Quebec study area despite 


- excellent habitat conditions. 


This is down 27% from 1994 and 
it is down 75% from 1988 when 
there were 118,000 breeding 
pairs of geese. 

A series of years with poor 
spring weather reduced nesting 
success with the result that as 
adult birds died there have been 
few young to replace. them: 
Since it takes about 4 years 
before goslings reach breeding 


age, the impact of these poor 
breeding seasons will be felt for 
some time to come. 


This poses a seridus chal- 
lenge to wildlife biologists who 
recommend hunting season 
dates to the state's Fisheries 
and Wildlife Board. The chal- 
lenge comes in establishing a 
hunting season which will allow 
hunters to take resident geese 
while minimizing their impact 
on migratory birds and in 
addressing the concern that 
unless there is some harvesting 
of Canada geese, local popula- 
tions will get totally out of hand. 
Over the past five years states 
in the Atlantic Flyway have 
moved to protect the migratory 
birds. Massachusetts has had an 
early season with a liberal bag 
limit to focus pressure on the 
resident birds; a "regular" sea- 
son in late fall which has had a 
restrictive bag limit, and a late 
goose hunting season with liber- 
al bag limits after the last of the 
migration is over. 

This year the early goose sea- 
son will run from September 5 
to September 15 statewide with 
a five bird bag limit and no per- 
mits required. The U.S. Fish

They request’ 
non-hunters to be tolerant of the 
expanded hunting zone and they 
caution hunters to be particular- 
ly careful and thoughtful about’ 
where they hunt. 


They further remind hunters. 
that they should always obtain, 
permission from landowners 
before going afield. One notable. 
benefit of the expanded early: 
season is that landowners expe- 
riencing goose problems will be 
able to invite hunters to reduce 
goose numbers and to move 
birds away from problem spots..
